1. The '^Karmen” Letter . AEGASSCWARY 4 gave the following accoTint of 
what he knows about the "Karmen'* affair (AECASSOWiRY 4 just returned from 
Munich); Sometime in I%y, probably 23 May 1955, a letter arrived at Dach- 
auerstrasse, I'iunich, at the address of the anti-Bandera ZChOUN w^kly Ukraln- 
skw SamoRttynyk . which letter was addressed to BYYLYCHO (BAIIDER^P^ The let- 
ter fell into the hands of anti-Bandera people, who, in turn, gave it to 
ZPUHVR, where it aroused the interest particularly oiwedir YDREVICH, ZPUHVR 
intelligence specialist. YUREVIGH had it photo-copied and, among others, in- 
formed AECAPELIN. Because an eager-beaver stamp collector at the Samostlvnvk 
office had cut out the Austrian sta:nps on the envelope, it was impossible for 
the anti-Bandera people to deliver the letter to the Bandera people without 
revealing the letter had been tampered with. Therefore, the letter was not 
turned over to the Bandera faction. Subsequent information suggests to the 
ZP that this letter is, in fact^a second letter, that a first letter from 
"Karmen" had been addressed to^CfeciYCHO, for some employees at the Samostiv - 
nvk recalled that sometime previously a similarly addressed letter had ar- 
rived and had, in fact, been turned over to the Bandera group. This" second" 
KARMEN letter obtained by ZP was in German, with a return Viennese address, 
a n d suggested further contact through an ad in a Salzburg newspaper. Same 
letter named around six Soviet agents in Austria, warned of danger to BANDERA, 
etc. AECASSO’JARY 4 stated that the whole affair apparently is a Soviet de- 
ception operation, involving perhap^he BAI'TDEKA contacts b ^lt up in Austria 
byf^SHTJBA, most probably involvingj?tJRCHIK, alsotoiown aa^B®,ODAYEVICH . AE- ^ 
CASSOVIARY 4 stated that he does not loiow whetheri^DHAYNy informed the Brit- 
ish about theiY^nO^l^EB affair; also, he stated that it is probable that BANDERA 
will use the letter as a talking point in any future meeting he may have with 
the British. 



It is to be noted that neither AEGASSOWARY 3 or 4 withheld any informa- 
tion they had about the KARl'E- affair from IDB. However, it is possible that 
YURE'/ICH informed AECAPELP* about the letter before AEGASSOWARY 3 learned of 
it; that AECAPELIN passed on the data to MOB, which, in turn, asked AECASSO- 
V/ARY 3 for data before he knew about the case. If that is the case, or even 
if it isn't, the correct IDB approac)' shoifld be to ask AEGASSOWARY 3 whether 
he knows about any such affair or can learn something about it in the next 
few days, rather than to "needle" him on the theory that he is deliberately 
withholding information. In the past he has never practiced .such reticence, 
and it is difficult to see what AECASSOW/JIY 3 can expect to gain for himself, 
or for his group, by withholding such data. 




2* KDagMI aad the British * AEGASSOUtEI 4 gsro 'Uie following aeeoant 
of the PIDHAINI-Brltlsh relationship a PIBHAINI returned to Monieb around 23- 
24-25 June 1^55 trom. Lond&n, where he cooled his heels for around two weeks 
waiting to see his usual British contacts* In that period he saw CZ. 

'~7 onljr^ idao stated that he had been transferred recently to "policy suit- 
ters" only and haH no nore to do with "technical matters*" Q 3 also told 
him to wait because his (PXDHAlBI's) usual contacts were on Taeation, and that 
their return was delayed by a strike* So PIDSAnill waited, and idien the de- 
sired contacts arriyed, they told PIDHADill to return to Itinieh, diyulging to 
him no iwigHwg of their plans and discussing xu> operational matters* They 
told PIBHAZNII that he should return to London "around 28 June," by idiieb time 
they, the foltlsh, haye had time to elaborate their final operational 
plans* The British also told PIMllIYX that they expected him to "stiek to 
their 'line'" at any future talks with the Amerleans or ZPUUVK represestatiyes* 
These British persons did not tell PIBHAMII that they had been in imerlea dis- 
cussing the SEDB affair, and as of the time ABGiSSOlUKI 4 left Ifunieh, PIBHAX- 
NTI did not know the British had been discussing the SKOB affair in Washington* 

Because of the waiting and indecision, PIBHAIHII returned to Munich high- 
ly discouraged* AECASSCMABX 4 advanced the foUovlng theories in explanatlen 
of the alleged coolness t 

a* PUmAMU was discouraged because daring his fruitless stay in 
London the British asked him nothing, discussed nothing* 

b* The fact the British did not Inform PIBHiZlQT that they were ne- 
gotiating with the Americans suggests sooe degree of coldness* 

e* The Britl^ axe highly pexplexed by th^l^QB affair and simply 
don't knew idiat to do* 

d* The ]^ltisb feared that PIDHADHI might spill anything they might 
tell him to AECASSOWARI 4* Therefore, the British deliberately refrained 
from telling FIBHANII anoh^hing, telling him to return to Munich and in- 
viting him back to London after AECASSOWARI 4 had left Munich, thus making 
it impossible for PIDHAIHH to teU AECASSOWARI 4 (and also ABGAS30WARY 2) 
anything the Bjrltlsh do not desire the AECASSOWARIES to know* 

e* The SKOB frustration and the death oi^HERNETS mi^t have so dam- 
aged Birltish assets that they are ready to roll up the operation* 

. 3 . BAMDlffiA-British Talks * AECASSOWAEI 4 stated that to the best of PID- 

HAIRII's knowledge the BARBERA-Brltish talks have not, as yet, taken place* 

He stated that the Bzltish told PIBHAINYI that they will agree to have a final 
talk with BANDERA, pointing out the error of his ways, and that the British 
insist that the talk take place in Germany, not England, as BANDERA desired* 

4* PIBHAINII Bmlgration * A qualified mechanical engineer, PIDHAINYI 
wants to chuck Intelligence wox^ and emigrate to the U. S* or Canada. He has 
already applied for an American visa. British advised him to chose Canada 




Instead of the U* S. U advised PIDHAIliYI to appl^ for a Cana* 

dlan visa Ismediately in order t o cut short any British eonplalat that he 
(PIDHAINU) desires to out hloself loose from British control* AECAS30WARI 
U question: "If the British get wind that PIDHMNII Is ai^plylng for emi- 

gration to the U« S.j and if then the British formal!/ recjiest the U* S* not 
to allow PIDHdJNU to emigrate to the U* S», idiat will the American stand be? 
Will we extend the British that courtes/?" 

5* AECASSOWAHI 3 Bnlgration to the U«S* AEGASSOWaBX 3 is seriously 
eonsidering emigration to the U* S* He is an Orient al-rlte Catholic priest, 
and in order to have some freedom of movement In America (speelfleaUy> to 
escape the jurlsdletion of^^op B0HACHS7SEEI of IMladel|dila) , it has been 
suggested that he <q>p2y at an Arorioan Catholic University for an anoint- 
ment as a visiting professor of Eastern Chureh history or dogmatics for a 
year or so* This would enable him to do scholarly work, and to engage in 
aetivltles as well* AECASSOHABI 3 vrote a long letter to AEGASSONABI 1^ out- 
lining his plan, iddch, in essenoe, amounts to AECASSOUAKI 3 mriting to sev- 
eral Catholic uidversities, enclosing his curriculum vitae, etc* and propos- 
ing his serviees* 

Question: Bo we have way contact wllh American Catholic chureh eircles 
that would help grease this idea in any way? 

6* Stoppage of literature from the USSR * AB6ASS0UABI 1$ stated that 
sometime in Jaouary, all the Soviet literature ordered by the Study 

Croup has failed to arzlve* He theorized that the new postal regulation whleh 
limits the flew of Soviet Uterature to qualified universities, libraries, 
etc* might have resulted in their sti^age* AECASSCUABI 15 reqxested that 
we use our good offices to the end that the address the Study Croup uses bo 
approved for obtaining Soviet publications* He was advised that we would in- 
vestigate; In the meantime, he was told, the Study Croup should contact the 
New York Post Office or appropriate agency in order to ascertain what an in- 
stitution desiring such literature should do in order to meet govemmeatal 
requirements* 

7* Shifting of Personnel of "Suchasna Ukraina *" AECASSOUARY U stated 
that the persomel reorganisation being effected within the past U to 6 weeks 
by "Suohasna Ukraina" is just about oeu^leted. AECASSCftfABI U merely brought 
up-to-date developments previously given to CL Cl by ABCA^OHARI 3* 

Changes are as follows: The administrative and business side of the peper 
was put under the control of a triumvlra tn con sisting of the foUowing'^ouager" 
men: Fedir I(^nCH,Jim TYNKSnCH, andTSul^INSTS. These three, in oon- 

Junotion wlt^^Hgene 7BETSIQNA, who resldas in Basel, Switzerland, were to 
pick the editorial staff. VBETSIONA and AECASSOUABI 3 had confezured several 
days in Cermany prior to Shirline's departure from Munich, and AECASSOUARY 3 
related that their plan w i^ toj renu>veTOgtton MAHTSYUE (because he was eoi:sid- 
ered an "intrigant "9, Iva^rHDTSUL-HJTKOVSKY (because he is very sick), and 
Lev REBET (because REBBT is getting too big for his britches — big shot with 
"Suchaana Ukrina," big shot with ZFUH7R, big shot in the anti-Bandera ZChOUN) 
from influential positions with the paper* Moreover, AECASSOUARY 3 stated 
in Munich, friotlon has arisen because both the UPA Mission tied in to ZFUHVR 
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(HUTSUL-BUEIOVSKI and MARTSIUK) and the antl«Bandera ZChOUN (PIDHAISX} planned 
to set up separate printing plants* VRETSIOHA and ASGASSOiAKI 3 iaasieted that 
one joint plant for both groups would suffice* PICHADH agreed, but IBBIKOVSKII, 
HART3XUK and Velodjragrr STASHIV (UPA Mission boTs) felt thegr would thus lose an 
enpire, and so they insisted on separate plants* VRESIONA was delegated to iron 
out tile situation, lAlch he did in close consultation with ABGASSOUARI 3 (idio 
cannot act openly politically since his public resignation from ZHJHVR) and 
Daila RSBSr* VRSTSIGNA Insisted tiiat one printing plant only could be oountea- 
anoed; he also returned to Swltserland, promising to return to Munieh in sever- 
al weeks to effect the final reorganisation* (Note: All of tiie above was given 
to C Z) ^ ABOAS30MARI 3 in Minleh} much of it was repeated by ASCAS30UARI k 

at the Z9 ciune contact)* 



ABCASSGNABX b added tiie following subsequent develo^Bentst Volodymyv 
STAKHI? is no longer the responsible editor; instead an edlte ila^ board eonsia- 
tlng of three senior neabers with the ri^dit to vote (SIASHI7/‘'t^nbaayr ORIINSKI, 
M^pUMETS) young adrisoxy meaibora without the right to vote (Eugene 
lCf&£VA andm^slav HSENSKI) was set up* Poli^ deeiaiona will be made by 
majerity vote of the three senior menbers* Lev RSBET is cmqpletely dissociated 
from *Suehu^ Ukraine, ” going over as an editor of 'Vkrainsky Sanostiymyk, * 
along wltM^oman ILNITSEII* 
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
